A DEFICIT OF $42,000,000 IS EXPECTED

Washington, October 1.—The treasury 
statement of receipts and expenditures 
for the month of September and for tha 
three months of the fiscal year to date 
was issued at the treasury department 
today. The figures are exclusive of pustal 


penditures $24,320,481, an excess of re- 
ceipts of $3,229,197. 
the current fiscal year on July 1st the ag- 
gregate receipts have 
the expenditures $85,456,730, 
expenditures of $9,884,658. 

Compared with September, 1894, the re- 
ceipts for last month were nearly $5,000,000 
greater, while the expenditures were $4,- 
000,000 less. For the three months ef the 
fiscal year to date the receipts are more 
than $12,000,000 less than for the correspond- 
ing three months of 18984 and the expendi- 
tures more than $3,000,600 less. 

Secretary Carlise, 
submitted to congress, estimated the total 
receipts for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1896, including postal revenues, at $47,907,407 
and expenditures, exclusive of the sinking 
fund, at $448,002,486, giving a surplus of $2%,- 
£14,920. The estimates included receipts 
from the income tax, which has becn ue- 
clared null and void by the supreme court, 
and the accuracy of the estimate is, there- 
fore, somewhat disturbed. In the estimates 
internal revehues, including the expected 
revenue from the income tax, was put down 
at $190,000,000. At the present rate of re- 
ceipts the internal revenue for the year 
will be about $150,000,000. The estimate of 
custoins revenues was $185,000,000. At the 
present rate customs receipts will be $:77,- 
000,000. In other words, this showing is 
made: Kstimates of receipts by Secretary 
Carlisle for 1896, $476,907,407. At the prescnt 
rate of receipts the total for the year will 
be $430,000,000. 

Estimated expenditures for the same pe- 
riod, $418,002,486. At the present fate the 
expenditures will be $472,000,000. In the. ¢x- 
penditures for the three months of the 
current fiscal year to date it is noted 
that nearly $5,000,000 less was expended on

The 
sentiment of both houses seems strongly 
to favor a law making prize fighting il- 
legal. but a number of the representatives 
condemn the arbitrary feature of the pro- 
posed law which, in their judgment would 
work an injustice to innocent persons wno 
might be ignorant of the new statute for 
weeks after its passage. Little doubt is 
expressed today that the senate will pass 
the bill with reasonable promptness, but 
the result in the house is full of u»cer- 
tainty as under the rules, a two-third 
vote of the entire legislature is necessary 
to pass emergency bills. Men who have 
followed legislative work at Austin for 
years are predicting today that the session 
will be both a strong and protracted one, 
and that # may last until the ist of No- 
vember unless the friends of the bill 
consent to eliminate the “emergency” 
clause, in which event it will pass without 
material delay. 

After the roll had been called, the pre- 
siding officer of the senate briefly explained 
the governor’s purpose in calling the leg- 
islature in et session. He expressed 


the senators responded was an indication 
that they would pass the proposed anti- 
prize fight measure, He closed with the 
hope that the session might be harmonious 
and brief. 

The presence of a quorum being estahlish- 
ed in both houses, the governor’s message 
was thereupon laid before the two bodies. 
It was short, sharp and decisive. It cun- 
tained no uncertain sound as to his atti- 
tude concerning prize fighting In general 
and the proposed contest between Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons in particular. The gov- 
ernor reviewed the past legislation releting 
to prize fighting, which sport he cheracter- 
ized as brutal and demoralizinz, and de- 
nounced by every state in the union. He 
enumerated the states which heave enacted 
laws making prize fighting a felony, and 
urged that such laws should be operative 
from their passage. ? 


. A Strong Message: ~ ‘ 

He referred to the oppoition te th 
“emergency” bill because if the large 
amount of money involved by the man- 
agers of the Florida Athlatie Clrb. and 
said that such opposition was characteristic 
of such an exhibition. 

“It rests,’’ he continued, ‘upon the atdca- 
cious question that a free people can for- 
feit or have bargained away the right to 
preserve the public peace, the vrublic mer- 
als and the public safety.” 

The message concluded in these words: 
“If no law now exists, the state does not 
give any assurance or come under any 
obligation that is legal upon the subject, 
but these principles need not be here in- 
voked by proclkémation. All persons have 
been ‘given notice that this exhibition 
would not be permitted and whatever has 
been done by its projectors was with full 
responsibility for the consequence. The 
public requires that this exhibition es- 
pecially should be suppressed. Discoun- 
tenenced by Mexico and the territories, out- 
lawed and driven from every state, it is 
proposed to assemble a horde of ruffians 
and gambiers and offer here this command- 
ing insult to public decency against the 
rride of the people. Your prompt and reso- 
Jute action will spare them the ignominy. 
It will do another thing. It will recall to 
the great city of the state inhabited by a 
manly and generous amd enlightened peo- 
ple the wholesome and assuring truth now 
obscured by anger and inconception, for 
which it will hereafter thank vou, that 
no part of its material prosperity, no 
part of its social and intellectual] and in- 
dustrial progress, no part of its splendid 
destiny, is bound up in an endeavor to 
hold within its limits one of the most 
dsgraceful orgies ever permitted to dis- 
credit. and dishonor Texas. Impelled by a 
sense of duty to exert every executive pow- 
er to avert this calamity, you have been 
called in special session and the responsi- 
bility for the consequences is‘now divided 
with you That you will meet it as becomes 
the representatives of the whole people 
anxious and ready to protect the fair name 
of the state, is not doubted.” 


Two Bills Introduced. 


The first step in the direction of legisla- 
tion inimical to prize fighting was taken 
in the senate by Mr. Lewis. of San An- 
tonio, who introduced a bill that is under- 
stood to reflect the views of the adminis- 
tration. It provides that any person who 
engages in a pugilistic encounter between 
man and man, or a fight between a man 
and any animal, upon the result of which 
money is wagered, shall be deemed guilty 
of a felony and be punished by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for not less than 
three years, or more than five years. The 
bill further provides that public propriety 
demands that this law. shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its passage. 
A similar bill was introduced in the house 
by Ward, of Travis. The Lewis and Ward 
bills were referred to judiciary committee 
No. 2, which has jurisdiction over crimnal! 
as contradistinguished from civil matters. 

The hearing which the judiciary commit- 
tee of the two houses proposed giving to- 
duy to the opponents of the bill was post- 
poned until tomorrow owing to the inabili- 
ty of the latter to be present. It is not 
probable that all of Wednesday may be 
devuted by the committee to the hearing 
of the objections to the bill and it is hard- 
iy likely, therefore, that either committee 
will report the bill back to its respective 
house before Thursday and possibly not 
until Friday.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Summaries from the Agricultural De- 
| partment Bulletins. 


Washington, October 1.—Folkowing are 
summaries from the weekly crop bulletin 


- of the agricultural department. 


Virginia, Richmond—No abatement of the 
drought; season close with pastures bare: 
minor crops suffering for rain and small 
Streams drying up: most of the tobacco, 
late corn and fodder secured: fall plowing 
and seeding much later than usual, owing 
to drought. 

North Carolina, Raleigh—First five days 
of week extremely warm, followed by cooler 
Weather, with frost in mountain sections: 
drought unabated, injuring cotton and all 
fall crops; streams and wells very low; 
no fall plowing done. 

South Carolina, Columbia—Hot, followed 
by cool weather and no rain: favorable for 
picking cotton, but drought has cut off 
top crop largely; rice harvest nearly fin- 
ished, yield satisfactory; much hay being 
made. 

Georgia, Atlanta—Week dry, and during 
early part unseasonably hot; cooler from 
the 27th; several light frosts reported but 
no damage done; cotton opening, and pick- 
ing in progress: corn being gathered in 
central ad southern counties; minor crops 
in good condition. 

Florida, Jacksonville—Excellent week for 
harvesting corn, hay and cotton; the latter 
Staple will be gathered by October 15th: 
vegetable interests retarded by deficient 
moisture, which was marked, save over 
portions of the central districts. 

Alabama, Montgomery—Dry and hot until 
Friday, then cool, which is favorable for 
cotton picking; cotton about all open and 
will be practically gathered by October 
20th; harvesting of corn and minor crops 
continue, rain badly needed for fall crops 
and plowing. 

Mississippi, Vicksburg—Harvesting of cot- 
ton and corn has progressed rapidly; cot- 
ton all open in some localities and cold 
weather hastening its maturity elsewhere: 
ne further report of damage from frost, 
worms, rot and blight; continued dry 
weather injuring gardens and truck farms: 
hay saved successfully and fodder all 
housed; slight injury to cotton and fall 
gardens by light frost and cold. 

Louisiana, New Orleans—Favorable har- 
vesting week and scattered showers bene- 
ficial, but rain needed for fall crops; corn 
and hay harvest progressing in north; 
about completed in south portions: rice 
harvest nearing completion: cane ripening 
rapidly from cool weather; cotton picking 
progressing and worms continue their de- 
vastation. 

Texas, Galveston—The weather has been 
favorable for cotton picking except over 
central and southwestern portions, where 
rains have retarded work and _ slightly 
lowered the grade of cutton: corn gather- 
ing has continued; more rain is needed for 
fal plowing over northeast ‘portion. 

Arkansas. Little Rock—Weather more 
favorable than for several weeks: generous 
rains fell in some sections, while others 
received none at all; light frosts occurred 
in localities but no damage reported; cot- 
ton opening and being picked very «rapidly; 
condition about the same as last week. 
too dry for fall plowing. 

Tennessee, Nashville—Generally dry and 
hot; rain much needed for plowing and 
seeding; early fall crops mostly gathered 
in good condition; weather favorable for 
curing tobacco; cotton shortened by 
drought, picking well advanced: pastures 
failing rapidiy; frost 29th and 30th doing 
no damage. 


KILLING FROSTS 


Reported from North Carolina and 
Virginia. 

Petersburg, Va., October 1.—A heavy 
frost visited this section last night and 
potatoes, peanut vines, tobacco and cotton 
suffered considerably. 

Lexington, Va., October 1.—A heavy 
frost fell here last night and ice formed on 
pools of water. . 

Richmond, Va., October 1.—Specials to 
The Dispatch, which abont completelv 
cover the tobacco belt of the state, are to 
the effect that the frost of last night did 
great damage to that crop. All standing 
tehaceo wes destroyed. It is estimated 
that this will be about one-third of thé 
c: p in Virginia, which was uncut. The 
specials cover the territory from Amherst 
county to the North Carolina liae. 

Frost in Georgia. 

Ellijay, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—There 
was a killing frost at this place last nignat. 
Late pears, corn and potatoes are badiy 
damaged. 

Frost in Fannin. 

Mineral Bluff, Ga., October 1.—(Special.) 
The cold wave struck Fannin county in 
earnest yesterday and last night there was 
a heavy frost in the vaileys. Everything 
was so extremely dry tnat nothing was 
bitten. Most of the corn in this county, 
however, is beyond danger from frost. The 
corn crops are not near so good as they 
were thought to be; they are not above 
an average.

NEW SUFFRAGE PROVISIONS 


An Educational Qualification or the 
Ownership of $300 Worth of Prop- 
erty Required To Register.

Columbia, 8S. C., October 1~—After a de- 
bate running all through last night’s ses- 
sion and through nearly all of today’s, the 
convention has decided that there shall 
never be a divorce granted in South Caroli- 


na for any cause. 

The vote was 8 to 49. Senator Tillman 
did his best to have the divorces of other 
gtates recognized in this sate, but for once 
his appeals were heard with a deaf ear and 
he was voted down. The Bible was quoted 
from very freely during the debate. The 
parliamentary clincher was put on after 
tne matter was adopted, There was a big 
fight today to have the convention take a 
recess until January 14th. This was killed, 
Then an effort was made to have a recess 
of ten days. It too failed, the wote being 
86 to 53. 

At z o’clock the provisions relating to the 
suffrage were reported. They read as fol- 
lows: 

‘Section 4. The qualifications for suffrage 
shall be as follows: 

“‘(a). Residence in the state for two years; 
in the county for one year; in the election 
district in which the electors offer to vote, 
four months; and the payment of a poll tax 
six months before any election, provided, 
however, that ministers of the gospel in 
charge of any organized church shall be 
permitted to vote afler six months’ resi- 
aence. 

‘(b). Registration which shall provide for 
the enrollment of every elector once in ten 
years. 

‘(c). The person applying for registra- 
tion must be able to read and write any 
section of this constitution and must show 
that he owns or pays taxes on $300 worth of 
property in this state, provided, that at the 
first registration under this constitution 
and up to January 1, 1898, all male persons 
ef voting age who can read a clause in this 
constitution or understand and explain it 
when read to them by the registration cfii- 
cer shall be entitled to register and become 
electors. A separate record of all illiterate 
persons thus registered, sworn to by the 
registration officers shall be filed, une copy 
with the clerk of the court and one in the 
office of the secretary of state, on of be- 
fore January 1, 1898, and such persuns shall 
remain during life qualified electors unless 
disqualified by the provisions of section 6 
of this article. The certificate of the clerk 
of the court or of the secretary of state 
shall be sufficient evidence to establish the 
right of said class of citizens to registra- 
tion and the franchise. 

“(d). Any person who shall apply for 
registration after January 1, 1898, if other- 
Wise qualified, may be registered, provided 
he can read and write any section of this 
constitution or can show that he owns or 
has paid taxes during the previous year on 
property in this siate assessed at $300 or 
more, 

‘“(e). Managers of elections shall recuire 
of every elector offering to vote at any 
election before allowing him to vote, proot 
of payment of all taxes, including poll tax 
assessed against him for the previous year. 


‘Right of Appeal. 


‘<f.) Registration certificates, when lost, 
shall be renewed if applicant is. qualified 
under the provisions of this constitution, 
or, if he has been registered, as proviaed 
in sub-section ‘c.’ 

“Sec. 5. Any person denied registration 
Shall have the right to appeal to any and 
all courts of this state to determine’ the 
question under the limitations imposed in 
this article; and the general assembly shall 
provide by-laws for the correction of il- 
legal or fraudulent registration and the 
punishment of the same. 

“Sec. 6. The following persons are dis- 
qualified from being registered as voung: 

“ First, persons convicted of burglary, 
theft, arson, obtaining goods or money un- 
der false pretences, perjury, forgery, rob- 
bery, bribery, adultery, embezzlement, big- 
umy or crimes against the election laws; 
provided, that the pardon of the governor 
shall remove such disqualifications. 

“Second, persons who are_ idiots, in- 
sahe, paupers, supported at the public ex- 
pense, and persons confined in any pub- 
lic prison. 

“Sec, 7. For the purpose of voting no 
person shall be deemed to have gained or 
lost a residence by reason of his presence 
or absence while employed in the service of 
the United States, nor while engaged in the 
navigation Of the water of this state, or 
of the United States, or of the high seas. 

“Sec, 8. The gengral assembly snall pro- 
vide for the registration of qualified elect- 
ors, and shall prescribe the manner of 
holding elections provided that each of the 
two parties casting the highest numvper of 
votes at the preceding election shall have 
representation on the board of managers at 
each precinct, and on board of county can- 
vassers in each county; provided at the 
first regisg@ation under this constitution

THREATENED A JUROR. 


One of the Jurors in the Durrant Case 
Causes a Sensation. 


San Francisco, October 1.—When_ the 
Durrant trial was resumed this morning 
Judge Murphy created a sensation by an- 
nouncing that one of the jurors had told 
him that some one had spoken to him 
about the case. Juror Truman was then 
called to the. stand. He stated that on 
Thursday last, while riding with Juror 
Crocker in a car, Henry J, McCoy, secre- 
tary of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, who entered the car, said to him: 
“If you don’t hang him, (meaning Dur- 
rant) we will hang you.” Truman said 
the remark was probably made in an off- 
hand manner, but he thought it his duty 
to bring the matter to the attention of the 
court. Judge Murphy thereupon issued an 
order for McCoy to be brought before 
him on Thursday next. 

During the examination of the witnesses 
in the Durrant case this morning the 
prosecution brought out the fact that 
members of the signal corps, to which 
Durrant belonged, had contributed to a 
fund for the prisoner’s defense. 

The defense today, in addition to attack- 
ing Oppenheim, the pawnbroker, on his 
inability to properly describe persons vis- 
iting his store, began to destroy his evi- 
dence by alibi, wHich it proposes to show 
where he was at 10 o’clock on the morn- 
ing between April 3d and 10th, within the 
dates Oppenheim said Durrant had tried 
to sell the rings. The roll cali at the lec- 
ture delivered at 10 o’clock on April 4th at 
Cooper college, with Durrant marked pres- 
ent, was introduced and it was in con- 
nection with it that the court ruled out 
the inferential testimony. It is probable 
that the prosecution will have to put in 
seventy-four students of Durrants class 
and endeavor to find who answered for 
him. The students have been polled on 
the question, but no one has yet been 
found who will admit that he answered 
for the alleged murderer. 

The defense followed up its alibi on Op- 
penheim’s testimony by showmg that on 
April 5th, soon after 11 o’clock, Durrant 
was at the Lick Technical school, two 
miles from Oppenheim’s store.

It concludes with this bitter denunciation: 

“Yet he claims to be a champion of 
Rome and Rome merchants, when his das- 
tardly sheet is the laughing stock of the 
people of Rome, not one of whom but would 
be ashamed to see it yo out witn tna per- 
Sistent lie, ‘only official organ’ flaunted at 
its masthead, for they would know what 
sort of an opinion outsiders would form 
of this progressive people with such an 
‘official organ’ for their mouthpiece.

The Boiler in Place. 

The new boilers for the Rome cotton com- 
press have arrived. They were made in 
Atlanta and are the first triple-sheet, butt 
joints, six course, inside riveted boilers 
ever brought to Rome. They have a ca- 
pacity of 140 pounds of steam pressure, in- 
stead of 100, as formerly, and a bale of cot- 
on will be reduced to its smallest dimen- 
sions by the new machinery. Formerly only 
fifty bales could be packed in a car, but 
sixty can be put in the cars from the new 
compress, which will turn out from 800 to 
1,000 bales per day of ten hours. Cotton is 
coming in very rapidly and from present 
appearances the season will be a short one. 

Plenty of Frost. 

There was a white hoar frost on the 
ground in exposed places this morning and 
tender vegetation was nipped. This means 
a great deal to the cotton planters, as the 
season has*been so very short, being two 
to three weeks later than last year, and 
farmers do not hope for half a crop. The 
crop will be harvested in a few weeks in

This question has been raised by the 
acceptance of federal offices by several 


members of the present legislature. It | 


is surprising that there should be any 
doubt about the matter. The constitu- 
tion of 1877 has a clause Intended to pro- 
hidit this dual office holding, and keep 
the federal and state governments sep- 
arate. Under an opinion rendered by 
Attorney General Terrell a deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue holds a federal 
office, and is, therefore, ineligible to any 
civil office in the state. Doubtless the 
Same ruling would apply to the holders 
of other official positions. 

The opinion of the attorney general 
seems to bear directly upon the case of 
the federal office holders in our legisla- 
ture, and at the coming session it is un- 
derstood that the matter will be dis- 
cussed and passed upon. Indéed it is 
reported that the governor’s message 
will probably call attention to it. 

The Constitution recognizes the legis!a- 
tors whose status will come up for con- 
Sideration as good and true democrats 
who have served the state and their par- 
ty loyally and ably, and it should be 
said in their behalf that they claim that 
their federal positions are not offices 
within the meaning of the law. We be- 
lieve that this point will be decided 
against the dual office holders by the 
legislature, as it has already been prac- 
tically decided against them by the at- 
torney general, arfl we hope that such a 
decision will be made, not becausé we 
desire to deprive the officials concerned 
of any of their honors and emoluments. 
but because we are unalterably oppesed 
to a system which combines federal and 
State offices in one person. 

During reconstruction times we had a 
very unpleasant object lesson of this 
kind here in Georgia. The state was 
overrun by carpet baggers who were 
after revenue and spoils, and many of 
them were not satisfied with federal offi- 
ces but made a grab for the state offices. 
These federal officials sat in the legisla- 
ture and obeyed the will and anticipated 
the wishes of the patronage dispenser at 
Washington. They lost sight of the in- 
terests of Georgia, and thought only of 
carrying out the policy of the federal 
government 

Just as soon as our people threw off 
bayonet rule, and got rid of the carpet 
Which they 
thought would have the effect of keep- 
ing federal officials out of our state 
offices, and since the constitution of 1877 
we have never had any trouble in that 
line until recently. If a repetition of 
the evil had come to us under a republi- 
can administration it would not have 
been so remarkable, but to have it forced 
upon us under a democratic administra- 
tion is something of a surprise. 

We are perfectly willing to grant that 
the federal officials now holding seats in 
the Georgia legislature honestly tend

Waterworks Passes Away, 


HIS DEATH WAS PEACEFUL 


Funeral Tomorrow Morning at 11 
O’clock—Was. 

: as One of the Oldest 
Officers of the City. 
LTT 
Captain William G. Richards, superin- 
tendent of the Atlanta waterworks system, 
died yesterday morning at 3:15 o'clock at 

his home on Capitol avenue. 

The announcement of Captain Richards’s 
death was read with sorrow by the host of 
friends he had made in Atlanta during the 
many years he had lived here when The 
Constitution told yesterday morning of the 
Quiet, easy death of the well known At- 
lantian. 

There were few in Atlanta better or more 
extensively kfiown or more univérsally lik- 
ed and admired than Captain Richards. 
Right here he obtained the trade which 
made him one of the few men competent 
at that time to take charge of the water- 
works system of Atlanta when it was built, 
twenty years ago,.and right here he mar- 
ried and passed the many years of his 
life, every day adding friends to his name 
and life, 

Captain Richards was born in England 
and came to America with his parents 
while he was yet a child. His parents came 
direct to Georgia and located at Pennfield, 
where they resided some years. The elder 


Richards, however, decided that he could 
do better in New York and took his fam-

ily to that city, where Captain Richards re- 
mained for several years. While he was 
yet quite young he came south with his 
brother, the late R. H. Richarus, who enter- 
ed the book business in LaGrange, where 
he clerked in the store for a iong time. 
When about sixieen years of age Captain 
Richards came fo Atianta and secured a 
Place in the Georgia railroad shops under 
William Rushton. ‘there he mastered the 
trade which was of use to him all through 
life, and after becoming an expert maciu:u- 
ist went on the Georgia road as a locomv- 
tive engineer. For years he was one of the 
best engineers on that road, and after run- 
ning there as long as he wanted went tu 
the Atlanta and West Point road and then 
to the Cenirai, where he handled engines 
on the longest, best and most important 
runs. He was one of the first engineers cn 
the Atianta and Chariotte Air-Line and 
quit the road only to assist materiaily in 
the construction of the Atlanta water- 
works. 

For several years the question of build- 
“ing a system of waterworks had been agi- 
tated in the city and more than one eilec- 
tion was held before the memorable cam- 
paign, when the late John Hammock was 
elected mayor and the bonds for the con- 
struction of the waterworks were voted b) 
the peopie of Atlanta. That campaign was 
one of the warmest and most energetic the 
city had ever known, and in it Captain 
Richards was one of the hardest wurkers 
for the bonds. After the work was com- 
mencea Captain Richards was. placed in 
charge of the line from South River and 
the good work he did is now a monument 
to his name. When the works were com- 
pleted Captain Richards was made chief 
engineer and for two years was planted at 
the pumping station some four miies from 
the city. it was then that his schooling 
in the Georgia railroad shops stood him 
well in hand and his knowledge of machin- 
ery gathered there and on the roads was 
brought into good use for the city. Two 


years after the works had been started 


Captain Richards was promoted from the 


_ position of chief engineer to superintendent 


of the waterworks system. That was 
eighteen years ago, and uninterruptedly he 
has occupied that responsible position, each 
year adding to the good record he had 
made. 

The water system of Atlanta in the first 
years was easy to handle, but as the city 
continued to grow, the demands upon the 
works increased and the work of the su- 
perintendent became heavier with each 
month of the year. Finaliy the city out- 
grew the system, but the voters would not 
consent to a new waterworks plant, and 
then it was that Captain Richards found 
himself put to the test. It looked impossi- 
ble for the system then under his command 
to supply the demand made upon it, but 
Captain Richards was equal to the emer- 
gency, and with a supply short of the actu- 
al demands, worked day and night to give 
the people what they wanted. He made it 
nis pa@psonal duty to see that all leaks and 
joss of water were stopped and after a 
hard fight secured the meter svstem, which 
is now so well established throughout the 
city. As the supply continued to fall furth- 
er short of the demand on account of the 
growth of the city, he sought new sources 
of supply and found other small streams

was fast approaching when the city could 
not depend upon the old works and that a 
new and tIarger plant 
perative, Finally the work 
taken up by others and the nagnifi- 
cent eystem which now Supplies Atianta 
was commenced. Then Captain Richards 
worked witb untiring zeal and energy te 
push the new works to an early comple- 
tion and when the work was done and the 
Water of the Chattahoochee was thrown 
into the city he was about the proudest 
man in the south. No man was more 
constant at his post curing the time and 
none worked harder than he and it is be 
lieved that the strain physical and mental 
upon Captain Richards during that time 
was the cause of his illness which lasted 
so long and ended in his death yesterday 
morning. 

Captain Richards was for fifteen years a 
member of the American Waterworks 
Association and every year attended the 
meetings of the body. He has visited near- 
ly every large city in the union to be in 
attendance upon the annual session and 
was recognized ‘by every member of that 
body as one of its ablest, most devoted and 
competent members. At every meeting he 
found something new and something he 
thought would benefit the Atlanta works 
and every time he brought the new idea 
home with him and put it to “se. At the 
last meeting of the association, which was 
held in Atlanta, Captain Richards was 
elected president and at the time of his 
death held that office. He had been-for 
years a vice president of the association 
and it was through his hard work and that 
of Captain Bob Clayton, the city engineer, 
that the association was brought to At- 
lanta this year. It was for years a dream 
of his life to have the association meet 
in Atlanta, but when the time vame for 
the session Captain Richards was confined 
to his home with a severe illness. He was 
unable to attend one of the meettags and 
was flat on his back when he was elected 
president. After the association had eiect- 
ed Captain Richards president the body ad- 
journed and the entire membership took 
carriages and drove by Captain Richards’s 
home on Capitol avenue and Richardson 
street. There an informal salute was given 
iby the membersnip in the snape of a hat 
raising by every member as the carriages 
went ‘by, while a committee entered the 
residence to no.ify him of his election to 
the highest office in the gift of the associa- 
tion. 

Captain Richards never recovered from 
the iliness that was with him then, and 
though at first it was thought that he 
would soon be out again it has been known 
for some time past that he would never 
recover. His death was the result of a 
complication of troubles and was quiet and 
peaceful. Captain Richards leaves a wife 
and five children to mourn his loss. The 
oldest child is Mr. R. H. Richards, 
who is now living in New York and who 
will reach the city some time today to at- 
tend the funeral, which will taxe place to- 
morrow; Mrs. Charles Wallace, of Atlanta; 
Mrs. William Wallace, of Jacksonville, 
Fla.; Mr. H. H. Richards, of Atlanta, and 
Mrs. Clarke. 

The interment will take place tomorrow 
some time, but the hour has not yet been 
fixed on account of the absence of some 
members of the family who will reach the 
city today and tonig‘/ht. 

Hon. George Hillyer, president of the 
board of water commissioners, issued a 
call for a meeting of the board yesterday 
morning and at the hour designated in the 
call every member of the boly was present.

THE MERTING FAILED 


Yesterday Morning. 


‘A SMALL MEETING LAST NIGH? | 


Cause of the Rupture Among the 
Mining Men—Two Sides to 
the Differences. 


It went by default. 

Reference is made to the organization 
of the Southern Mining Association, which 
had been called to meet here yesterday. 

The cause of the failure to hold the con- 
vention and organize is found in the turn 
of matters taken Monday last, causing a 
disruption among the representatives as to 
the purposes and objects of the association 
to be organized. 

It appears that Mr. R. A. Dimmick, of 
Washington city, was the prime mover in 
the proposed convention, assisted by 
Messr. T. H. Martin and William brewer, 
of this city, and others scattered about in 
the south. Several days ago Mr. Dimmuck, 
who reached the city last week, went to 
Messrs. Brewer and Martin and in taiking 
about the association unfolded a proposi- 
tion which contempiated the organization 
of a large company in the north, which 
would be capitalized for an enormous 
amount and would be engaged in the devel- 
opment of southern mincs, provided a new 
process known as the Cassell process for 
separating gold trom the quartz proved a 
success. Mr. Dimmick thinks weil if the 
pian embodied in his propusii0n and talk- 
ed about it considerably. 

Here is what caused the trouble. Messrs. 
Martin and brewer and others interested in 
the ascociation did not take to the propo- 
sition at all. Im fact, it caused them to 
suspect that the company in question and 
the process mentioned wouid seek to use 
the association, if organized, to suoserve 
their interests. As a resuit Messrs. Lugene 
A Smith, state geologist of Alabama, and 
Martin and Bréwer, of this city, and oth- 
ers who had been talked to, conciuaed to 
withdraw from the whole thing, since they 
thought that the objects and purposes of 
the proposed association would not be car- 
ried out, and that faiure would vitiate the 
whole aim of the organization, 

The cénvention of the representatives had 
been called to meet yesterday at the au- 
ditorium at 1 o'clock. Mr. Dimmick and 
| Mr. Bagley and others were at the audi- 
torium at that hour. Both sides of the 
breach were present to see what would be 
done. Nothing was done, however, toward 
organizing. Mr. Dimmick saw @ number of 
representatives and notified them to meet 
at the Oriental hotel in the evening, and, 
if it was expedient and practicable, an or- 
ganization would be formed and officered 
there. 

Several of those who withdrew were seen 
yesterday and asked about the breach. 
The idea was prevalent among them that 
the company mentioned in the foregoing in- 
tended to make a cat’s paw out of the ‘axs0- 
ciation to advance its own interests, and 
that Mr. Dimmick wanted to be made sec- 
retary of the proposed organization, so that 
he could recommend the new process spok- 
en of above, thereby giving it a boost in 
the mining world. 

Mr. Dimmick was also seen and asked 
about the motives he had and something 
about the company and the process. He 
disclaimed any intention whatever of act- 
ing in bad faith. He denies that it was 
the purpose to use the proposed associa- 
tion to subserve his interests or the inter- 
ests of anybody else. He further said that 
the company spoken of is a comparatively 
old matter conceived by him, and it was 
not, contemplated that the corporation 
should have any connection whatever with 
the association. Both were foreign and 
entirely separate and distinct. He further 
said that he offered not to have any con- 
nection with the official personnel of 
the association in order to show that he 
had no ulterior motive in his activity for 
the best good of such an association. 

Mr. Bagley, a large gold mine owner, 
was also seen. He thought the breach was 
ridiculous and without just cause. He 
then spoke of the new Cassell process for 
separating gold from quartz and said it 
was in its ‘experimental stage now, but 
if it proved successful would revolutionize 
the mining of gold, especially lower grades 
of gold ores. It has no application to any 
other mining except gold. He was very 
much disgruntled over the status of af- 
fairs and thinks the breach an unfortunate 
one. He disclaims any desire to use the 
association for’ this process or the com- 


pany which has it. He also denies any de- 
sign that may be charged to Mr. Dim- 
mick. 

A meeting of miners of the southern 
states was held last evening at the Oriental 
hotel for the purpose of forming an asso- 
ciation of the mining interests of the south. 

Ben F. Perry, of Canton, Ga., was elected 
chairman; Captain Ed H. Lenis, of Nash- 
ville, ‘1enn., was elected secretary. 

A committee was appointed on resolu- 
tions and permanent organization to report 
at an adjourned meeting, to be held at 9 
o’clock this morning. The committee con- 
sisted of Captain Dimmick, of Washington; 
Judge Bledsoe, of Ellijay, Ga., and W. P. 
Laramore, of Centersville, Ga. 

A committee on publication was appointed 
as follows: Captain EK. H. Lewis, Nashville, 
Tenn.; J. O. Robertson, of Canton: H. Y. 
Sawtell, of Atlanta. 

A forcible document on the “Advantages 
of Permanent Organization” was read by R 
A. Dimmick and on motion accepted and 
fully indorsed. 

It was resolved to take up the various 
papers to be read at the meeting today, 
which is to be held at 9 o’clock at the same 
place, when a permanent organization will 
be formed and work begun.

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Throughout the State, 
GOOD WEATHER HAS PREVAILED 


Frost Has Visited All the Upper 
Counties, but Not Much Dam- 
age Has Been Done. 


The weather crop bulletin issued by 
George E. Hunt yesterday gives a good 
report of the condition of Géorgia crops. 

Dry weather seems to have prevailed, 
but has done no damage. Te bulletin is 
as follows: 

“Although there has been but little pre- 
cipitation ‘in Georgia during the week, the 
general weather conditions have been rath- 
er favorable for both the planter and the 
crops. The dry weather has given ample 
opportunity for picking cottog, pulling 
fodder and in the central ang southern 
countries gathering corn. Cotton has con- 
tinued to open rapidly under the influence 
of the excessively hot weather of the first 
few days, but this rapid opening has been 
checked somewhat by the cool weather 
which followed. 

“Picking has been pushed with a vim, 
and a large portion of the staple has al- 
ready been gathered and ginned. 

“All crops would be benefited by a re- 
turn to warm weather, and fall gardens 
are needing a few iight showers. 

Northwest Section. 

‘In the northwestern counties the past 
week was quite dry. and up to the 2th ex- 
cessively hot. During the last two or three 
days of the week the weather turned cool, 
and light frosts occurred in exposed places, 
but no damage was done. 

‘the absence of rainy weather favored 
all classes of farm work—cotton picking 
Was well advanced and a few farmers were 
still busy pulling fodder. Dry weather 
has prevented the turning of land and suow- 
ing of oats. Large quantities of hay have 
been saved. Fall gardens good. 


North Section. 


In the north section the first of the 
week was warm, followed by much cooler 
the last of the week. Frost was reported 
from Jackson county the morning of Sep- 
tember 36th, but no damage was done. No 
rain has fallen. Cotton has opened very 
fast and much of-it prematurely. Peas are 
being gathered. Sorghpm making is still 
in progress. Tobacco has been nearly all 
cut and is curing very nicely. Potatoes 
and turnips need rain. 


Northeast Section. 


“The past weck in the northeast coun- 
ties of the state was dry. The absence of 
rain has enabled the farmer to progress 
very favorably with cotton yicking. 

“The fore part of the: week Was Warm, 
which was 1iollowed during the past few 
days by a sudden change to cooter ws i ther 
and some few localities were visited by & 
light frost on the morning of the «01a, but 
nu damage was done, not even to pota- 
toes. Rain is needed in this section by ail 
fall crops. This is particularly se of tur- 
nips and peas. The corn crops are good, 
although some late fields were damaged 
somewhat by drought. Pastures failing. 


West Section. 
“With very dry ,;weather throughout the 


week, abnormally high temperature during 
the first three or four days, and very cool 
weather during the latter part of the week, 
crops have not changed greatly. Cotton 
hes continued to open, and picking nas 
been pushed rapidly forward. The rapid 
opening of cotton has: been checked some- 
what by the cool, weather of the 28th, 29th 
and 30th. Some fodder was pulled and 
there is very little remaining to be gath- 
ered. Corn still helds its own, and some 
farmers are gathering it. Sorghum mak- 
ing has been in progress, and the quantity 
and quality, appear to be satisfactory. 
Peas, potatoes and turnips are growing 
nicely, but would be benefited by more 
rain. : 
Central Section. 

“Except a few scattered ard light show- 
ers on September 29th, no rain has fallen 
in the central section. The week closed 
cool, but the first part was very warm. 
Cotton has opened rapidly, and most of 
it is now picked. Corn is being gathered, 
and is a very satisfactory crop. Peas have 
been considerably injured by drought. Cane 
peanuts and potatoes are badly in need 
of rain. In most localities the ground is 
too hard and dry for plowing, and little 
preparation has been made for sowing fall 


grains. 
East Section. 


“The drought still continues in the east- 
ern section of the state. Rain is badly 
needed by all minor crops. Both these 
crops in some sections are almost entire 
failures, and rain is badly needed to save 
the fields not already past redemption. 
While the dry weather has been unfavora- 
ble to the fall crops, it has been very fav- 
orable for all farm work. The farmers 
are getting cotton out fast, and all the 
green seed cotton will soon be on the 
market. The planters are beginning to 
Sather and haul in corn, and all crops will 
soon be housed. Rice all harvested and 
the yield fair. Large quantities of hay are 
being harvested. 


Southwest Section. 


“Dry weather is also the cry in south- 
west Georgia. The early part of the week 
was unusually hot, but toward the close 
of the week the weather turned much 
cooler. Cotton picking has been in pro- 
gress, and a large portion of the staple 
crop has been gathered, ginned and, in 
} some cases, marketed. 7orn gathering 
has also been pushed during the week. 
Sugarcane, sweet potatoes and peas are 
| suffering for want of rain. 


South Section. 


“The south, like other sections of the 
state, is badly in need of moisture. As a 
result of the dry weather, the planters 
,are well up with their work, and cotton 
) picking and hay cutting has been pushed 
with a rush. The cotton crop has been 
almost gathered, and farmers are saving 
more hay than ever before. Potatoes ar.4 
peas are doing well, but are suffering for 
| the need of rain. Pinders and all other 
minor crops are in very satisfactory con- 


dition. 
Southeast Section. 


| “In the southeastern counties the picking 
of cotton and gathering of corn and rice 
»has kept the farmers quite busy. The 
weather was very dry and during the 
-fore part of the week abnormally hot. Rice 
cutting and harvesting was well advar-ced, 
and this grain appears to be favored by 
the weather of the past seven da:s. A 
large portion of the cotton crop was 
} gathered during the week and somve sent 
to market. Minor crops have done very 
well, but need rain.”

Mr. Anton L,. Kontzg, treasurer of the 
exposition com y, will today be elected 
clerk of the co§gty commission to succeed 
Mr. Tyler Coopér, the present clerk. 

This announcement will be a surprise to 
everybody but the county commissioners 
and the two gentlemen directly interested. 

None of the county commissioners will 
talk of the situation and not one of them 
will admit that a change is anticipated, but 
it is mevertheless true that the change 
will occur this morning at the meeting of 
the board as stated. 

The last caucus was held yesterday. 


HON ANTONE l. KONTZ, 
Who Will Be Elected to Succeed Hon. J. 
Tyler Cooper Today. 

That caucus had three members of the 
board present and all three were pledged 
to vote for Mr. Anton Kontz, One member 
present at the caucus has not been fully 
decided as to how he would vote, but made 
his final decision yesterday. This com- 
pletely assures the election of Mr. Kontz. 

Chairman Collier, of the board of com- 
missioners, was expected to reach the city 
yesterday, but jhe will not get here until 
this morning. He will preside at this 
morning’s meeting, though it is not likely 
that he will be called upon to cast a vote. 
Should there chance to be a tie Chairman 
Collier, so it is said, will cast his vote for 
Mr. Kontz. 

It is understood that the commissioners 
say there is no personal feeling involved in 
the change of officers, but that the change 
is made in the interest ef improved service. 

Mr. Tyler Cooper, who is to be succeeded 
by Mr. Kontz, has been in the service of 
Fulton county for twenty years and has 
been clerk of the county commission since 
that body was organized. In fact, he was 
one of the men who urged the necessity for 
such a board. Mr. Cooper was clerk for 
Daniel Pittman, once ordinary, and was 
for a short while, until the organization of 
the commission, clerk for Ordinary Cal- 
houn. He has served faithfully and has 
been for many years the mainspring of tha 
commission’s work in the past. 

Mr. Anton Kontz, who is to be Mr. 
Cooper’s successor, is too well known in 
Atlanta to need any sort of introduction. 
He is a man of splendid ability and {fs one 
who has the thorough confidence of all 
with whom he has ever been thrown in 
contact. He is well fitted to take up the 
duties of clerk to the commission. Whether 
he will resign at once from his present 
place is not known, though it is very likely 
that he will not take charge in the com- 
mission’s office until the latter part of De- 
cember. 

All these facts have leaked out during the 
past week or two, and for not less than 
three weeks the change has been discussed. 
This is true, though the commissioners re- 
fuse to say a word about it.

New York, Octaber § 1.—(Special.)—The 
bulls at last had a decided setback today.

Jan- 
uary sold at the opening at 9.12 and shortly 
afterward 9.14. Then heavy realizing sales 
caused a decline, which was not checked 
until January nad sold at S.93; but the 
market quickly rallied, January reacting 
to 9.03.

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, October 1.—The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market 
Says: 

“The week closes with the general run 
of buyers of domestic showing more anx- 
iety concerning Ahe_ situation than for 
some time past, and yet without anything 
like an active demand coming forward. 
There have been some buyers willjng to 
purchase large blocks for delivery, but 
few of them have been successful in ac- 
ocmplishing their object, as so many sell- 
ers are unwilling to add to their existing 
obligations under the prevailing excite- 
ment in the raw cotton market. Smaller 
buyers are algo experiencing much diffi- 
culty in supplying their requirements in 
which, as ready supplies of brown, bleach- 
ed and colored goods, are in steady com- 
pass, and this deubtless has some influence 
in preventing fuller development of de- 
mand. The strength of the market in- 
creases each week, and the advance report- 
ed since the last review shows an all 
around move up to a higher scale of val- 
ues, with the tendency upward, apparent- 
ly unchecked at the close. The strength 
is drawn from the situation of the market 
tor raw material to a preponderating ex- 
tent and demand. In printed and woven 
patterned dress fabrics the market has 
been quiet but firm, and closes with indi- 
cations of a better demand coming forward. 
In the woolen and worsted departments 
business has presented no radical change 
in feature nor condition; men’s wear dull 
at previous prices; dress fabrics firm, with 
fair business doing. The jobbing here 
and elsewhere has been quiet. Collections 
are generally satisfactory. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, October 1.—Cotton rose 7 to 
10 points early in the day on most months, 
though October and November, aceclined 
3 to 8 points. Later on all months showea 
a decline of 17 to 19 points as comparea 
with the last prices of yesterday and the 
close was easy at a net loss uf lo to ls 
points with sales of 422,800 bales.

The Rodgers Caso One of Interest—Os- 
born Wins His Suit—The Che- 
ney Will Case.

The city and supreme courts. have prac- 
tically adjourned until Monday on ac- 
count of the annual meeting of the Geor- 
gia Stat: Bir Association, which begins 
here today at the exposition. As a result 
there was not much business disposed of 
by these courts yesterday. 

In Judge Westmoreland’s division of the 
city court the case of the Franklin Ma- 
chine Company against W. G. Howell was 
resumed yesterday morning, having been 
brought’ over from the day previous. All 
of the testimony and one of the arguments 
in the case were completed when the court 
adjourned Monday. As soon as the court 
convened yesterday morning the plaintiff 
made a motion to dismiss, some compro- 
mise having been made. The motion was 
granted and the case was dismissed. 

The case of Johnson against Cabiness, 
a suit for principal and interest in attor- 
neys’ fees, was taken up hnext. It was 
submitted without argument and Judge 
Westmoreland rendered a judgment in 
favor of the plaintiff. 

The next case occupied the remainder 
of the day in its trial. It was Hood, Fulk- 
rod & Co. against John Rogers, C. C, 
Rodgers garnishee. It appeared that the 
defendant, John Rodgers, failed in busi- 
ness in Atlanta some years ago, owinr 
the plaintiff firm about {700 on account. 
Mrs. Rodgers, the wife, subsequeutly re.- 
ceived an inheritance from her father. 
She purchased with this an intercst in a 
business here and later on purchased 
the entire business. Mr. Rodgers was em- 
ployed by her to manage the business 
and do the buying. This went on four 
years. One of his former crediters brought 
suit against him and obtained judgment 
on the ground of individual indebtedness 
of Rodgers after Mrs. Redgers had ¢ein- 
ployed him. The writ of garnishment 
claims that Rodgers is entitled to a salary 
and that salary is subject to the claims 
of his former creditors.

- In Memoriam. 
COLONEL A. M. JONES 
Died September 13, . 

The subject of this sketch, Colon 
M. Jones, was a lineal descendant, on his 
mother’s side, of the old English family 
of Hart that came to this country in the 
early part of the seventeenth century and 
Settled in Pennsylvania on a lot of land 
purchased directly from William Penn. 

rom Pennsylvania members of the 
family migrated to South Carolina, where 
the grandfather of Colonel Jones, John 
Hart, was born in the year 1758. He was 
an enthusiastic patriot, and took up arms 
in defense of the colonies during the 
American revolution and _ distinguished 
himself as a soldier. He married Mary 
Screven, daughter of General James 
Screven. They had _ several. children 
among whom was the mother of Colonel 
Jones, Elizabeth Screven Lee; 
born at Charleston, 8. C., in 1801, marrying 
at the early age of nineteen years Captain 
Joseph Jones, of Liberty county, Georgia, 
whose ancestors emigrated from Wales 
and settled in Charleston. Captain Joseph 
Jones was a son of Major John Wones, 
who was aide-de-camp to General Me- 
Intosh and was killed during the siege of 
S2vVannah., 

Colonel Andrew Maybank Jones was one 
of fourteen children bern to Captain 
Joseph Jones and Elizabeth Hart. He 
was bern in Liberty county, Georgia, Oc- 
tober 16, 1831: was educated at the State 
university, Athens, Ga., where he was 
graduated. with distinction. He studied 
both medicine and law. 

He was twice married, his first wife 
being Miss Evelyn Harrison, of Florida, 
who died in 1867 leaving three children, all 
of whom are still living. He married af- 
terwards Miss Electa Dodgéy of Cuthbert, 
Ga., sister of Rev. I'r. W. H. Dodge, of 
Jacksonville, Fla.. who with four chil- 
dren now survives. Colonel Jones entered 
the confederate army during the civil war, 
participating in the siege of Yorkstown 
and the battle of Williamsburg, Va. He 
was a member of the Presbyterian church 
and for many years a ruling elder of the 
Newnan street church of Jacksonville, 
He took a deep interest in all that 
pertained to the welfare of the church, 
and was often a member of the courts of 
judicatory.

Judge Van Epps’s court will meet on

Judge Lumpkin’s court, the superior, did 
not hold very long yesterday forenoon, the 
business before it having been disposed 
of in quick order. 

In the case of the Capital City bank 
against the United States Life Insurance 
Company, suit as to the payment of a 
note, the verdiet of the jury reached the 
evening previous and sealed was present- 
ed to the court yesterday morning and 
read. The verdict was in favor of the 
defendant. 

A petition was presented to Judge Lump- 
kin yesterday by Langston & Woodward 
and other creditors aggregating about 
$1,800 against C. B. Reynolds, administrator 
of the estate of the late B. A. Bass. It 
alleges that the store and business of Bass 
was owned by his wife and operated with 
her money, and that Bass was only an 
agent for his wife.

Litigation Over a Will. 


There promises to be some lively litiga- 
tion over the will of the late A. J. Cheney, 
who died at his home at East Poipt some 
time since, leaving an estate amounting 
to about $150,000. The will provides that 
the-money should be divided between a 
number of relatives and the residue should 
go to Mercer university. 

A petition was presented to Judge Lump- 
kin for an injunction restraining the ex- 
ecutors, Messrs. E. W. Martin and I. G. 
_Thompson, from paying certain sums over 
‘to certain relatives of the deceased. An 
order was made citing the executors to 
appear in court and show cause why the 
injunction should not be granted.
